So far as known, 
no-physical h^rm was sustained by any 
nne although many were suffering1 from 
serious nervous strain u;hen' escaping 
from .'the burning structure.

Thus, we still have the 


pitifully 'lew who ask why there is any degree of unemployment and who 
strive "to make the tariff bill seem a greater evil than Ihe war in its 
effects on American industry. 
The grouchy little predictions of such as 


these arc drowned out in the chorus of unsolicited testimony that rises 
up from our best financial and trade, circles to vindicate thc administra- 
tion and to show that we have every reason, to feel grateful that we are 
pot in the tliroes of a paralyzing panic. 


If will probably never be fully understood that this country niighl 


have faced worse conditions than those of J007 were it not for tlio limely 
passage of the currency bill which so safeguarded American interests 
that the wave of world-wide disturbance, passed over us without causing 
;.'nv real embarrassment. 
Not only were we ready to tnke care of 


legitimate American enterprise, but wtf were ready to hearken to every 
uciuiiue call from those nations that were able to profit by our financial 
security. Finance being tlie backbone of industry, tho soundness oE our 
monetary situation was the '•foundation for soundness in every branch of 
our industry and commerce.

As contrasted with what might have been, our present conditions 


' are rosy indeed and business is-paying tribute to the wise leadership 


that ensured our prosperity. 
Everywhere are heard optimistic predic- 


tions borne out by reassuring facts. 
An indication of the rapid growth 


of this spirit was afforded this week by the tone of the addresses given 
before the Fabric Buyers' Association in New York. All of the speeches 
were full of enthusiasm, and expectations o£ better things, the essence 
of the entire gathering being summed up in the statement of one speaker: 
"We are now ready for full steam ahead for 1915." 


Another notable indication of prosperity ahead is the feeling that 


prevails in the farming regions of thc west. The farmers have never been 
in a more nourishing condition.
